Washington, April 
10.—An ac- 


counting of the $350,000,000 worth 
of enemy property held by the gov- 
ernment was given the senate today 
in a report, the first compiled since 
Feb. 1919. filed by alien property 
custodian Thomas W. Miller In re- 
sponse to a resolution by Senator 
King, Democrat, of Utah. 


"The 
final 
disposition 
of this 


property," Mr. Miller said, "will un 
doubtedly have a direct bearing on 
the economic relations between this 
country and Europe, with particular 
reference to the late enemy powers 
The sequestered property will also 
have a bearing on the question of the 
settlement 
of 
American 
claims 
against Germany " 


Discussing the $415,000,000 of Amer 
ican claims against Germany, Mr 
Miller 
recalled the 
terms of the 
Knox-Porter peace resolution indicat- 
ing that no disposition should te 
made of enemy property held by the 
United States until the German gov 
ernment had provided for the satis 
factory settlement of all American 
claims. 
He asserted that congress 
must 
evolve 
some plan whereby 
American claims against Germany 
may be adjudicated by some proper 
tribunal created by law. 
"There are 
several 
classes of 
claims against Germany," Mr. Miller 
said, "as for instance, those of Amer 
leans whose cash was seized by the 
German custodian and who are now 
being offered the return of their 
money of the depreciated value of 
the mark, which today is valued at 
one third of a cent for each mark or 
a reduction of 720 per cent from the 
t.£-pre war 
value. 
This proposition 
"amounts to practical confiscation on 
the |part of German 
government 


Thefe are also claims on file with 
the state department for the loss of 
property and life at sea, grow ing out 
of submarine sinkings previous to 
April 6, 1917. 


"If the German property were re 
turned _today without any conditions, 
the tax laws in force in Germany 
would require German nationals or 
"other people under the jurisdiction of 
German government to pay out in 
taxes a major proportion of the funds 
returned 


"It has been suggested that the 


amount of money which the German 
government would realize from such 
taxation, might form the basis of 
a fund to be left in this countrv the 
same to be applied for the satisfac- 
tion of claims of American citizens 
against Germany, when these claims 
are adjudiciated " 


Answering 
charges by Senator 
King that propertv had been seized 
since peace was cemeted with Ger 
many last July, the report declared 
that the last property seized was that 
belonging to Grover Cleveland Berg- 
doll, which was seized m May 27, 
1921.

Owned By Czarina of 
Russia Put Up as Se- 
curity For Bond. 


New Y«rk, April 10 —(By NEA>— 


A string of pearls—340 of them— 
that once belonged to the Rojal Rus 
sian family was all that kept General 
Sejnenoff, Russian terror, out of a 
New York jail. 
"It was the closest call I ever 
had'" the Cossack said, limp from 
his legal fight 


"And I saved him'" smiled his 
young wife, not set 20. 


It vvas the second time that she 
had done it. On entering this coun- 
try, the general was threatened with 
a charge of bigamy 
But his bride 
swore that he had been properly di 
vorced from his foimer wife. 
The 
general was allowed to go on 
"It was a glorious trip," he says. 
"from Vancouver through the great 
American west 
I was received roy- 
ally by the leading citizens of the 
leading cities But here m New York 
—wasn't it shameful'" 


Although the general is a military 
leader of ability, he seems to fall 
short as a business man. For some 
of his activities a judgment of $500,- 
000 vvas entered against him in Har 
bin, 
China The creditors secured an 
order from the U S Supreme Court, 
and had him taken into custody as 
he alighted from the train here. 
"At first I thought it was a new 
form of greeting," said the general 
"A pompous official stepped forward 
and presented me with a testimonial 
But it was a warrant for my arrest " 


Then followed a quest for $15,000 
bail 
At last a bondsman was found. 
But he wanted security 
"So I gave up something that was 
as dear to me as life," Mme Semen- 
off took up the story, "I gave them 
the pearls. 


"Originally they belonged to the 
czarina They were given to a niece 
who passed them over to my mother 
when things began to look bad in 
Petrograd. 


"I promised never to part with 
them. But sooner than see Gregorj 
go to jail I made the sacrifice " 
They are worth $60,000, according 
to an appraisal made by a jeweler 
"Some day when things clear up 
over there," said the general, "I shall 
return to Siberia 
And I hope to 
take the pearls back with me "

As Tepper fell mortally wounded, 
both women rushed to his prostrate 
form and knelt beside him Mrs. 
Tepper then using her revolver as a 
club attacked the Stewart woman, 
cutting a deep gash under her left 
eye. Miss Stewart rushed from the 
place and called a passing policeman 
who arrested her and Mrs Tepper 
Mrs Tepper is being 
held in the 
county jail pending acton by the 
'grand jury and Miss Stewart is be 
ing held in the detention home as a 
material witness.

that about eight thousand men had 
quit work in some mines operated 
by independent companies.

next few days would tell the story.

Pleasant, Connellsville and Union- 
town and thence down, through the 
Monongahela river district, where 
numbers of mdepedent mines and 
half a dozen of the Frick mines were 
closed last week, showecj. a country

Mineis and their wives with whom 
the correspondent talked, conversed 
freely of the activities of the union 
organizers and expressed the opinion 
that scores of men who had never 
been in a strike would soon be out. 


"A good many men had been out 


of work, or only working a day or 
a two each week" said a young gen- 
tleman as he sat on the porch of hit 
cabin at Frick mine near Connells- 
ville 
"The Figure that the things 


could not be much worse than they 
have beeiv.and they might be better 
if they joined the union. I believe 
the most of the miners will strike

Washington, D. C., April 10.—Dat- 


ing almost from the time of the sign- 
ing of the armistice, practically the 
whole civilised world had its atten- 
tion turned to the question of a com- 
bination of the powers of the world 
for the prevention of future interna- 
tional clashes. 
Woodrow 
Wilson 


shocked a great many people by 
leaving the country of which he was 
then chief executive and going to 
France to try to put through the 
league of nations. He succeeded in 
this abroad, but met an insurmount- 
able obstacle at home in the United 
States senate. 


But a few days ago the last of the 


treaties negotiated at tho recent con- 
ference here for the limitation of na- 
tional armaments 
was ratified by 


the senate. These treaties, it is sin- 
cerelv hoped, will give the world a 
breathing spell at least, if not prove 
a permanent panacea for troubles 
between the nations of the earth. 


It is not to be expected that such a 


great undertaking as grouping the 
world's nations in bonds of common 
advantage and accord can be accom- 
plished perfectly in a short time. Our 
own country we look upon now as in- 
dissolubly bound together. 
Yet in 


its early days u went through such 
difficulties and internal trials that 


I the statesmen of Europe were con- 
j tinually 
expecting 
the 
complete 


breakdown of "the American experi 


i ment." As lately as 60 years agro. 
two sections of our country were en-] 
gaged in a bitter strife, one part 
seeking to separate itself from the 
the other because of conflicting: opin- 
ions touching the views of the limits 
to which the rights of states extend- 
ed. 


The efforts to bind the nations of 


world together to some extent are not 
unrelated to the early struggles to 
make one nation of the new states 
on this continent. The first plan un- 
der -which they were united proved 
a failure, and led to the formation 
and adoption of the constitution. Re-

ments to that instrument—notably 
the eighteenth—it is today the oldest 
constitution of the oldest continuous 
government in the world, according 
to Arthur Dearin Call. secreta'-T of 
the American Peace society, and edi- 
tor of the "Advocate- of Peace."

in existence since 1815. purposes to 
prevent the injustices of war by ex- 
tending the methods of law and order 
among the nations.

INDIAN EDITORS 
AREPROSECUTED 


Government Charges Ed- 


i t o r s of Periodicals 
With Sedition Based On 
Articles Favoring Non- 
Cooperation Movement 


Calcutta—Editors of several In- 


dian periodicals have been 
prose- 


cuted by the gftvernmcnt on charges 
of sedition based on articles favor- 
ing the non-cooperation movement 
of which M. K. Gandhi is the head. 


One of those arrested on that 


charge was the printer of the Ben- 
gali periodical entitled Bangler Kat- 
ha, of which C. K. Das, president of 
the Indian National Congress, is ed- 
itor. The case was adjourned. 


The editor of the Blmratmitra, 


whose name is Pandit L. N. Garde, 
has been arrested hero under the 
criminal law amendment act and an 
offer of hail has been refused. 


After convicting Akvam Khan, ed- 


itor and publisher of three vernacu- 
lar papers, the government has for- 
feited the security of 5,000 pupees 
which had been deposited in his 
name as keeper of the Mohammadi 
Press. 
A fresh security of 2,000 
rupees has been demanded from the 
new keeper and all 2,000 rupees from 
each of the three papers. 
At Allahabad, government agent* 


have called upon the Swaraj, a Hin- 
du newspaper to provide fresh se- 
curity of 2,000 rupees after the gov« 
ernmcnt had forfeited the newspap- 
er's security previously given. The 
Swaraj is now appearing in manu- 
script like its contemporary, the In- 
dependent. 


In the same city, the Democrat

Bill. 


Vienna.—Austria's enormous dclnk 
bill has aroused renewed acluflon 
in certain quarters for some form of 
at least modified prohibition. 
An 


official statement says it amounted 
last year to 211,000,000,000 krone*. 
(about $6,220,000,000.) 


This is three times greater than 
the national coal bill and about 
equal to the total currency circula- 
tion. 


Imports of alcoholic beverages ex- 


ceeded exports by about 35,000.000.- 
000 kronen. 


Its most ardent advocates, how. 
ever, acknowledge that prohibition 
Is virtually an impossibility in this 
country, at least for many years. 
Beers and wines form a part of the 
sustenance 
of 
the 
people 
from 


youth up and no political party dares 
make it a plank in its platform 
openly advocate it. 


Two years ago when the Social 
Democrats were in power their 
leaders discussed the wisdom of 
such a step but after a careful in- 
vestigation realized it could not be 
done and the party survive. They 
did, however, authorize a quiet cam- 
paign against excessive drinking, as 
well as to prepare the youth of the 
country for a possible future effort 
for prohibition. 


In many other ways not only the 
Social Democrats but many leading 
men of all parties have stressed the 
need of sobriety in a people who 
face such a struggle to survive aa 
do the Austrians. 


President Hainisch, himself a tee- 
totaller, frequently makes temper- 
ance the note of his public addresses. 
The other day he remarked to a del- 
egation that the sight of a nation aa 
hard-drinking as this asking prohib- 
ition America for aid was hardly a 
pleasant one. 


The Argbeiter Zeitung, the work- 
ingmen's organ, in an editorial last 
week said: "If impoverished Austria 
could summon half the moral energy 
the United States displayed in the 
suppression of drink she would soon 
have no need to go begging of all the 
world." 


The new taxation schedules Just 
put into effect increase the tax on 
beer 300 percent, on wine 250 per- 
cent and on spirits 1,000 percent. 
It is generally conceded that any 
step toward prohibition must have 
the indorsement of all parties as no 
party alone could survive such an 
issue with the powerful opposition 
of the great body of the people from 
working man to peasant.
